H. Pullman, whom she declared was a 
son of the palace car man, and that they 
had lived in Baltimore before coming toa 
iNew oYrk. 

Before the birth of the boy, Pullman, 
ehe said, arrangeg a trust fund for him 
of $60,000, which he was to have upon 
reaching the age of 2! years. Later she 
hed obtained a divorce from Pullman. 

The mother was released but the boy 
was held in custody of the society for 
further investigation. Tonight thosa 
who are familiar with the woman’s his- 
tcty, stated that under the name of 
L’iian Mason, daughtter of Samuel A, 
Mason, a ‘physician of this city, she was 
about ten years ago a stenographer in 
the employ of the National Red Cross 
Society, and accompanied Miss Clara 
Parton, heagq of that organization, to 
Armenia and to Cuba. 

George H. Pullman, said to be a 
rephew of the palace car millionaira, 
Was secretary of the society. at that 
time, and Lillian Mason alleged that he 
had married her in 1897. Subsequently, 
however, he successfully opposed this 
claim in the courts. Meantime the wo- 
man was dismissed fro mthe Red Cross 
Service and was sent back to this coun- 
try from Cuba by General Fitzhugh Lee. 


The Greenhouse Hot-Bed. 


(Eben E. Rexford in Outing.) 

The man who has a small green house 
will not need to go to the trouble of 
making hot-beds. A green house is 
really a hot-bed On a large scale, ready 
for use at any season and always under 
& greater control than the ordinary hot- 
bed can.ever be. With a green house 
10 by 20 feet, one can grow all the early 
vegetables an average sized family 
would use, and have plenty of room for 
flowering plants. The cost is not nearly 
as great as most persons imagine. Glass, 
at the present time, is the item of great- 
est expense. Several firms manufacture 
small hot-water apparatuses for heating, 
which can be run about as cheaply and 
as easily as the ordinary coal stove. If 
the green house is connected with the 
dwelling, the heating system of the lat- 
ter can be extended to it with very little 
trouble. Or kerosene stoves can be used. 
These, if properly cared for, give off a 
large vOlume of heat without smoke or 
perceptible odor. Their heat is steady 
and cam be tempered to the necessary 
degree of moisture by keeping pans of 
water on the stove drum.

Before the mob reached the jail Le- 
berg heard them coming. He arose from 
his cot, dressed himself cooly and await- 
ed them. The leader of the mob made 
mo effort to disguise himself and is is 
declared that the ringleaders are known 
to the jail offichals.

CRUE TO COLONIZE INDIANS. 


New Ambasrador To United States 
Gives Each Family a Lot. 

City of Mexico, December 27.—Governor 
Enrique Creel, of Chihuahua, recently 
appointed ‘ambassador to the United 
tates, has secured from the federal gov- 
ernment the selection of a 600-acre tract 
of land in the mountains in the western 
part of his state on which to establish a 
colony of the Tarahuamare Indians, The 
colony is to be located on this reservation 
and will be known as Colonia Creel. Co- 
lonia Creel consists of forty-one families, 
aggregating 200 people. Each family is 
to have a village lot of 2,000 meters and 
ten hectares of agricultural land. Other 
colonies will« be established as fast as 
possible. It is estimated that there are 
15,000 of these Indians in the Siterra 
Madre regions of Mexico.

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REWARDS ARE OFFEBED — 
FOR PROMINENT WHITES 


Col. McCants Says the White Peo- 
ple Were Panic Stricken With- 
out the Least Cause—Official 
Returns Place Number cf’ 
Dead at Twelve.

Meridian, Miiss., I§ecember 27.--Gov- 
ernor Vardaman, accompanied by all 
the troops except twenty-five of the 
Jackson company, returned to Meridian 
jate this afternoon. General Arthur 
Fridge was left in absolute command. 
Governor *Vardaman expressed himself 
emphatically concerning the action of 
the white people of the vicinity of 
Scooba, and announced that he would 
use the treasury of the state as wel] as 
the entire military organizations in run- 
ning down the alleged murders of the 
Nicholson negro and bringing them to 
justice.’ 

The governor has offered rewards for 
the arrest of Ernest Bryan, Hal Byrd 
and Dan Kerr, all prominent men of the 
vicinity, it being alleged that they killed 
the negro while Deputy Alexander looked 
on helpless. He claimed that he could 
not interfere with the bloody work, the 
men threatening to shoot him if he at- 
tempted to do so. Some fear has -been 
expressed for the future safety of the 
deputy, 

Whites Panic Stricken. 

Colonel McCants, after arriving here, 
Stated that he never found a State of 
public mind such as existed, both at 
Wahalak and Scooba, when he reached 
there with the soldiers. He Says the 
white people were panic stricken and all 
during the night when reports of shoot- 
ing were heard in the swamps white 
men rushed into headquarters wild-eyed 
}and trembling with statements that large 
bodies of armed negroes were marching 
upon the town. In each instance, of 
course, investigation proved the reports 
absolutely false. He, like the others, 
condtmns’ the attitude and action of the 
white people, especially those who came 
from a distance to offer armed assist- 
ance to the residents, 


Tweive Persons Dead. 

Official returns place the dead at 
tweive and the injured at three. The 
dead list includes twe white men and the 
injured list the same numbér- General 
Fridge, in command on the spot tonight 
at 10 o'clock, issued orders to the fnili- 
tary organizations of this section to hold 
temselves in readiness for another emer- 
gency call. His telegram states that ru- 
mors have reached him from the vicinity 
of Scooba, which he is investigating, and 
these caused the order. Wtih this ex- 
ception there is no change in the situa- 
tion. 

The body of ome more caegro was 
found in the woods-near the place, but 
it is believed he had been dead several 
days. There is a feeling of suppressed 
excitement, but further trouble 
expected. 


People of Scooba Indignant. 

The people of Gcooba are indignant 
that the stories that have been circulated 
have been sent out, and claim that they 
have been guarding the incoming trains 
to prevent excitement, and any white 
people from the outside coming in and 
precipitating further troubie. 

“We in Scooba understand the situa- 
tion better than outsiders possibly can,’’ 
one prominent citizen is reported as 
having said, “and if anybody is to be 
killed we know who it is. We know the 
innocent negroes from the guilty ones, 
and our greatest anxiety is that well- 
meaning outsiders shall not come in 


here and cause unnecessary further 
frouble.”’ 


SOME INNOCENT NEGROES 

WERE DONE TO DEATH 
Orleans, December 27.—That 
white men with their own bodies pro- 
tected innocent negroes and that every 
effort is being made by whites top unish 
those ‘“‘hoodlums’’ of their own race who 
were responsible for the Christmas rio+s 
in Kemper county, Mississippi, was the 
information in detailed accounts arriving 
here early today direct from the little 
towns which were the scenes of the 
bloodshed. 

The dispatches say a conference has 
been held by civil and military authori- 
ties at which evidence was produeed that 
will establish the identity of five whit; 
men of good families of the county who 
took part in the Iynchings. 

It is claimed that these men also ai. 
tempted to shoot Deputy Sheriff Alexan- 
der. 


Statement by District Attorney. 

District Attorney Currey has made a 
statement in which he says: 

“Tf it is found upon investigation tha+ 
the trouble was caused by a lot of hood- 
lums and outlaws who openly violated all 
laws of God and man and decency, they 
will be prosecuted to the extent of the 
law. I am informed that the houses 
burned were occupied by negroes wio 
were not even in sympathy with any of 
those who were connected with the out- 
rages. These men will be captured if i: 
ts in the power of the state of Missis- 
sippi to do so, and they will be made to 
answer for their violation of the law of 
the land.’’

Labor and Wages. 

The paper read by Professor Clark, of 
Columbia university, before the members 
of the Economic Association, was a a:5- 
cussion of the relations between the price 
of labor and the cost of producing goods 
and the influence of competition and of 
monopoly, as well as of unorganized and 
organized labor upon the rate of wages. 

‘In making their contract for wages, 
the workmen hold a strong position, it 
it is difficult for their employer promptly 
to secure the amount and the quality of 
labor which he needs, by resorting to the 
general market. 
and still maintain a quasi ownership of 
their posittons and forcibly repel other 
men who wish to occupy them, they can 
sometimes secure pay which is in excess 
of the standard. 

“The workmen’s power of coercion dé- 
pends upon the toleration by the commu- 
nity of acts of vidlence. With the laws 
fully enforzed the workmen, who should 
strike would lose control of their posi- 
tions. The toleration of violence by tne 
local community is due to a fear lest the 
easy filling of the vacated positions 0y 
necessitous men, who make their Dargain 
individually. may result in a rate ol 
wages that would be below the normal 
standard. Sa 

System of Arbitration: 

“Without a system of arbitration, the 
community has to choose between alliow- 
ing the presence of some unemployed 
men, unduly to depress wages and al- 
lowing organized laborers to monopolize 
their positions and defend them by force. 
This latter alternative means quasi an- 
archy and frequently requires an appeal 
vo the military power. 

“Force would play scarcely any part 
in the adjustment of wages, if a law 
providing for the compulsory investi- 
digputes between employers 


and employed required that work 


‘should go on, while the investigations 


were in progress.” 

The association voted to hold the 
next convention at Madison, Wis., dur- 
ing the latter part of Christmas week, 
1907. 

As this session is held in conjunction 
with those of th@other societies, which 
just convened at Brown, the University 
of Wisconsin becomes the meeting 
place of all. 

The economic association and the So- 
ciological Society had a joint sectional 
meeting this afternoon. The subjects 
discussed were “Western Civilization 
and the Birth Rate” and “The Extent 
of Child Labor in the United States.” 


Child Labor. 


The paper on child labor was read 
by Samuel M. Lindsay, professor in the 
University of Pennsylvania and secre- 
tary of the National Child Labor Com- 
mittee. He’ said: 

‘The national government should do 
more to give its citizens in the several 
states more adequate information con- 
cerning the extent of the fils of child 
labor, which has so many ramifications 
in matters of the greatest public con- 
cern, such as the public school, normal 
family life, the ‘physical efficiency of 
our racial stock, and the moral and in- 
tellectual training of our citizenship.” 

Mr. Lindsay condemned severely the 
recent action of the National Civic 
Federation, which he said had attempt- 
ed to discredit and minimize the sta- 
tistics of child labor. This attempt, he 
degiared, was palpably intended as an 
apology for employers, who have re- 
sisted legislation to protect childhood, 
violated existing agreements, evaded 
existing legislation, and shown a lack 
of concern for the children of the na- 
tion.

CAKDS GF THE NATIONS. 


Collection of Souvenirs Brought Back 
From a Tour of Europe. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

“One of the most interesting collections 
of foreign loot that I’ve seen this year,”’ 
sald a man ordinarily too busy to make 
the trip over seas himself, ‘‘is an assort- 
ment of playing cards from various parts 
of the world. 

“In every country the owner of ‘the col- 
lection visited, and he went to a good 
many, he picked up cards of local man- 
ufacture, and representative of the na- 
tion. 

“The Russian cards are perhaps the 
most elaborate. ‘The faces of the kings 
and queens are different in each suit. 
indicating the racial elements that go to 
compose the empire. 

“On the Greek cards classical heroes 
and heroines are represented. Nestor, 
for example, is the kng of hearts and 
Orestes the knave: Agamemmon is the 
king of clubs, Hercules the jack of 
Spades and Minos and Danae the king 
and queen of diamonds. The Greek pack 
is rather a cheap one, and scarcely does 
honor to the celebrities portrayed, 

“Cadiz fs a center for card manufac- 
turing. The idéa. of the Spanish card 
maker seems to ge to get-as much color 
on the cards as possible. The royal 
robes are of unusual magnificence. The 
clubs are big bludgeons in green and 
red, and the knave of clubs, gayly ca- 
parisoned on ga prancing horse, reminds 
you instantly of Jack the Giant Killer. 
The spades are ugly little daggers, and 
for hearts and diamonds there are disks 
and dice cups. The cards in some of the 
Spanish packs are very thin and have a 
capital spring. 

‘The Madeira cards come from Lis- 
bon. The figures are more conventional 
in design than on the Spanish. The 
ace cards are adorned with typical Por- 
tuguese scenes. 

“A peculiarity of the pack brought inh 
Constantinople is tHat the ace cards, in 
addition to the single spade diamond, 
club, or heart in the center of each, 
have diminutive aces at the upper left 
hand and lower right band corners. 

“The Italian face cards portray de- 
cidediy gloomy personages; each one of 
the face cards, by the way, carries in 
small print the name and address of 
the maker. There are tiny packs, an 
inch and a quarter by an inch and 
three-quarters in size, which can be 
bought on the streets of Naples for a sol- 
do, These resembie the Spanish cards

This. report, which it is expected the 
secretary of the interior will make pub- 
lic as soon as it reaches him, will show 
that considerably more than half of the 
reduced area withdrawn for forest re- 
serve punposes is valuable for agriculture 
and can be allotted in the near future, 
after examination to determine its avail- 
able character. Notwithstanding the con- 
tention that the secretary of the inte- 
rior had no warrant of law in which to 
segregate the lands in question, the cor- 
tention being that they primarily belong 
to the Indians, it is understood the with- 
drawal as outhHned above will take place 
and that the Indians have the right to 
try out the authority of the secretary 
in making the withdrawal in the courts, 
one case already having been commenced 
on the part of an Indian against the sec- 
retary of the inter’or.

Effie Lobdell Dared Judge 


to Jail Her 


She Was Ordered to Pay Fine ana 
Apologize or Go to Jail—She 
Polded Her Arms, Glared at 
Judge and Latter Didn’t 
Carry Out Threat. 


Chicago,’ December 27.—Dr. Effie i. 
Lobdell, one of the leading Woman phy- 
sicians in Chicago, openly defied the ™mu- 
nicipal court yesterday and after refus- 
ing to testify in a case on hearmng, prac- 
tically dareq Judge Frank Crowe to send 
her to jail for contempt. 

The court first gave Dr, Lobdell five 
minutes to pay a fine of $25 and apolo- 
gize or go to fail. The prisoner caimly 
remained in her seat until the five min- 
utes had expired, expressing her will- 
ingness to go to jail. When the five min- 
utes were up the judge “found it impos- 
sible to send the woman to jail without 
giving her full opportunity to get full 
advice from her lawyer.” But even as 
she was given until today to make her 
apology or go to jail for six months, 
she openly declared that she would re- 
fuse to obey the court’s order and that 
she would not appear in court today. 

In an interview Dr. Lobdell said she 
refused to testify because she was deter- 
mined to begin a fight to force the pay- 
ment to physicians of proper compensa- 
tion for “expert’’ testimony in criminal 
cases.

There may be 
a few that are a little too small, but 
not many. My district will want oniy a 
few laws, none of much importance. 
This county (Randolph) will be in the 
prohibition column after the Ist of Jan- 
uary and the dispensary law will be re- 
pealed. I also favor a municipal code 
for the state.” 

Platform Demands. 

In a general way Mr. Overton will aid 
in the passage of the laws anticipated 
and suggested by the platform of the 
democracy of the state, and will intro- 
duce bills. to prevent railroads running 
freight trains on Sunday, prohibiting 
free passes on the railroad lines and 
seeking to have passenger fares reduced 
to 2 cents per mile in the state. He will 
also present a measure to prevent wire 
trading in the state, commonly termed 
bucket shop business, the provisions to be 
along the line of the Boykin bill of Geor- 
gia, which goes into effect in that state 
January +t. “lL am in favor of freight 
rate reduction in the state,’’ said Mr. 
Overton, “‘and will support a bill to this 
effect which will be introduced on the 
advice and suggestion of Governor Co- 
mer. I will, in addition, strongly advo- 
cate and cast my vote for a local option 
bill. There will be many vital and im- 
portant questions before the legislature, 
and it will be my purpose on each and 
every one that comes before us to vote 
and advocate such measures as I think 
will benefit the whole state.’’ 

It is understood that Mr. Oevrton and 
Congressman J. Thomas Heflin, of the 
fifth district; are to some extent work- 
in gtogether in the matter of bucket 
shop legislation. Mr. Heflin has pre- 
pared a bill and had it presented to con- 
gress to prevent the operation of wire 
trading. in cotton’in the United States, 
which is expected to dovetail in with 
the law to be urged by his neighbor, 
Mr. Overton, the idea being to break up 
the business in both state and nation.

St. Petersburg, December 27.--With the 
trials of* Admirals Rojestvensky and 
Nebogatoff out of the way, a strong ef- 
fort is being made with influential of- 
ficial backing to compel the authorities 
to make an-inqguiry into the naval scan- 
dzis of the grand ducal regime, to which 
the defeat of the Russians at the battle 
of the Sea of Japan are largely attrib- 
uted. . 

The Journal de’ St. Petersburg, which 
is ministerially supported, in a leading 
article today demanded an investigation 
of the charges of corruption brought 
against officials and of dishonesty in 
providing warships with defective armor, 
guns and projectiles, which the defense 
vainiy endeavored to introduce at the 
courtmartial of the two admirals. The 
article recognizes the necessity for the 
condemnation of Admiral Nebogatoff, but 
maintains thet his trial did not unveil 
the multitude of proofs of corruption 
and criminal negligence which must be 
sifted and the responsil#lity ‘brought 
before the 
reconstruction of the Russian navy can 
be. undertaken. The accusations are 
supported by a letter of Marine Minister 
Birileff, written before the war, and pub- 
lished recently, showing tnhat the corrup- 
tion in the admiralty was then an open 
secret among ‘the highest officials. 

Admiral Rojestvensky, in an interview 
published today, opposes the construction 
of new battleships at present, and ad- 
vocates subsidizing the merchant marine 
as a nursery for sailors. — 


THREE GREATEST WARSHIPS. 


The British, the Jap and the Pro- 
posed American. 


(From The New York Sun.) 


What would happen if in the unlikely 
event of a war between Japan and HEng- 
land the giant British bulldog “Dread- 
nought and the heavier Japanese battje- 
ship Satsuma should meet in a diel on 
the sea? That speculation is caiculated 
to stir the imagination of naval folk 
the world over, and experts will answer 
it according to their conception of the 
respective battery ‘power of the. ships, 
their constructive strength. of, resistance 
and the ability of, the men behind the 
guns. 

It has been démonstrated that the Jap- 
anese can shoot and that they are as 
courageoss as the ‘Caucasian. It is known 
also that the English are good at hitting 
floating targets;, in fact, ‘that they are 
second only’to the bluejackets of Uncle 
Sam in sea practice with big guns, 

The comparative ability of the ships is 
a@ problem the solution of which is 
rendered difficult by the mystery with 
which the Japanese have surrounded tne 
Satsuma. She is of 19,200 tons dispiace- 
ment, thus exceeding the Dreadnought 
by 1,200 tons. She has what the Eng- 
lish themselves .now seem to regard as 
the disadvantage of reciprocating . en- 
zines. 

The Dreadnought is propelled by tub- 
Dines that give her greater steadiness 
when going at high speed. The more 
rigid the gun platform the more ac- 
curate ‘the gun fire: will be. 

Both the Satsuma and the Dread- 
riought were built in record time. The 
Japanese ship has the distinction of em- 
ploying only Japanese in her design and 
construction. She represents the highest 
genius of the Japanese adepits who went 
through the war with Russia as offi- 
cers. of the conquering squadrons. It 
may be that they found out a few 
things that escaped the observers of 
other nations who had less intimate 
knowledge of the sea fights, and that the 
Satsuma has been built and equipped in 
accordance with these discoveries. 

The Dreadnought has the advantage in 
speed by nearly two knots. She is prac- 


tically in the crusier class in this re-| 


spect, and if she were getting the worst 
of it she might run away. The Satsuma 
would have to fight to the end or sur- 
render. 

The somewhat indefinite reports about 
the Satsuma published just after her 
launching say that her main battery 
four twelve-inch guns in 
turrets forward and aft on the center 
jine and {2 ten-inch guns in pairs in tur- 
rets on the broadside. She-.can  con- 
centrate ¢<he power of two half-inch guns 


and four ten-inch guns ahead or astern, | 


and deliver a broadside of four twelve- 
ifich and six ten-inch guns. She also 
has.a battery of !2°4.7-inch rapid firers 
to turn against torpedo boats and de- 
stroyers. 

The Dreadnought has a.main battery 
of ten 12-inch guns capable of piercing 
22 inches of armor at 3,000 yards, She 
can concentrate on either broadside eight 
of these mighty rifies and can fire six 
either dead akead or astern. 

The British declare that the lessons of 
have demon- 
strated the superiority of the 12-inch 
gun. The Japanese themselves, who 
were closer to the conflict than anybody 
else, apparently believe also in the ef- 
ficaoy of the 10-inch gun. Otherwise 
they would have placed more rifles of 


the greater caliber aboard the powerful 


Satsuma. 


It may be inferred, although there are!

Laws Are Inadequate. 

At his laboratory yesterday afternoon, 
Bacteriologist Claude A, Smith said: 

“The present laws governing the sale 
of milk in the city of Atlanta are inade- 
quate because they fail to provide cer- 
tain specific tests of purity whieh — the 
milk should be required to stand, and 
the. punishment provideg for violations 
cf the present law are not sufficient {fn 
certain instances to prevent violations of 
the ordinance. The present law imposes 
a punishment, upon conviction before ihe 
recorder of any of the provisions of the 
law, of a fine of not less than $10 or 
nore than $100, or imprisonment for not 
more than 30 days, or both. 

“What is needed is a law requiring a 
bacterielogical test prescribing that milk 
containing more than a certain quantity 
of bacteria shall not be sold in the AtY 
under penalty to be fixed by. the law. 
.nd there are other requirements which 
should be specifically stated. My. report, 
not yet formulated, will fully cover all 
the reforms. which I -believe shovig bev 
Lrought about -by legal enactment. 

“The present law requires the dairy- 
men to give the city dairy inspector a 
ample of the milk he sells without: cost 
to the city, in exchange for which he 
‘s given a license permitting him to sell 
in the city. There are about 125 to 150 
dairymen doing business im the city’ and 
an average of eight samples of milk are 
icsted each day. . On the whole, the’ 
milk sold here is very good, and although | 
sume of-it is dirty, much of it Is better 
than is sold in much larger cities. Some 
of the milk is shown to be sour ani 
stale, ang such milk produces intestinal 
troubles in infants. 

“I visited New York, Boston. Roches- | 
ter and other cities last June in studying | 
the. question of their milk regulations, | 

“nd the legal enactments safeguarding | 
its purity, and I have written and se. | 
cured information from every large city: 
in this country. I find on the whole! ; 
the milk sold in Atlanta will com-' 
fare favorably with that sold in many 
iirger cities, and is better than that sold ' 
in. some, 

“Atlanta has but one mil inspector, 
but last June when I visiteg "New York 
I was informed that that city had out 
two inspectors ang the force was thea 
being increased by adding fourteen other 
inspectors. The one inspector Atlaata 
has would be sufficient to carry out the 
purposes of the new ordinance which I 
propose to recommend for adoption.’ 

In Accord with Reform. ~ 

Dr. C, F.. Benson,+ president of the 
board of health, stated that he was hear- 
tly in accorg with the reform proposed 
by City Basteriolovist Smith. 

“The quality of milk sold in Atlanta.” 
suid Dr. Benson, “is, so far as I can us- 
certain, above the average sold in the 
miajority of cities, but an ordinance defi- 
ritely defining the quality of the milk 
©nd the test it should undergo in order 
hes make it legally saleable in. Atlanta 
is needed. 

“There is no greater menace to the 
public healt;,..than impure milk. Dirty 
7K causes all.soris of diseases—among 
which may ve mentioneg intestinal - trou- 
Lies in infants, typlioid ' fever. scarlet 
lever and other diseases. 

“We have been working on this ques- 
tion for some time past, and it is one 
which should be agitated uatf! the city 
secures’a law which will insure the sale 
of pure milk only. The public should 
pe educated up to the point where it w.l 
demand protection from impure milk. 
an@ when this point is attained you may 
be sure that the people. will get what 
they want.”

Here is what a well-informed citizen | 
Says is requisite to secure pure milk: | 

“In order to protect the milk against 
impurities, the cow sheds or barns should 
be well ventilated, the floors should be | 
and there should be a supply | 
of fresh, good water. The floors should 
be covered with sawdust or shavings, and 
all manure and dust should be caretully 
swept away before milking time. 

“The cows should be kept in healthy 
condition ,and they should be wiped down 
with a cloth and clean water, and the 
udder and teats washed before the muk- 
ing is commencei. The nilk comes from 
the cow at the temperature of 100 de- 
grees Fahrenheit, and bacteria tailing 
into it at that temperature wouhi rapid-y 
multiply. 

“The milk should then be cooled down 
to a temperature of 45 degrees, and kept 
at this. Unless kept below a tempera- 
ture of 60 degrees, the milk will sour. 


Milkers Should Be Clean. 

‘Needless to say, the milker shoulg be 
as clean as the cow or the barn. 
Chapped hands, dirty hands or any in- 
fectious disease possessed by the milker 
would surely contaminate the miik, car- 
rying the poison into the home ‘of the 
consumer. 

“The importance of keeping cows clean 
may ‘be understood when it is Known 
that in a test the following results were 
shown: Four dirty cows were milked in 
a clean barn by a clean milker. An anal- 
ysis of the milk showed that the milk 
contained an average of 90,000 bacteria 
to the cubic centimeter. Four clean 
cows were milked by the same milker in 
a dirty barn and the milk was found to 
contain but 2,000 bacteria to the cubic 
centimeter. 

“On the other hand, dirty barns, from 
which the manure has not been removed, 
and rich soil, is swarming with Sacteia. 
, One grain of manure contains 375,00v,~..U 
of bacteria, and these multiply with in- 
credible rapidity. 

“If there is a single dairy near Atlanta | 
in which precautions to avoid the con-! 
tamination of milk from these sources is | 
| taken, its presence has never peen made 
known to the public, yet the danger to 
health and the very life of infants, when 
it is considered that fully 50 to 75 per 
cent of infants ,are raised by artificial 
feeding, is jeopardized where these pre- 
cautions are not observed.

WHERE AT LEAST MUCH OF THE RESPONSIBILITY RESTS 


The people of Atlanta can look with sympathy toward the little towns of 
Scooba and Wahalak, in Mississippi. For the last few days they have been 
in the clutch of that frenzied passion which, of all the ghastly evils generated 
in the nethermost hell of weak human nature, is the most deadly, the most 
devastating, the most terribly defiant of the laws of man and of God— 

Race prejudice! eis 

Just such a visitation as brought to Atlanta a reign of terror, spreading 
to strong men and almost hysterical women, has interrupted the peaceful 
lives of these little villages, planting in white and black breast alike the

germs of fear and hatred, setting back, doubtless, the settlement of the 
south’s most dangerous, sinister problem a score of years. 

The parallels are eloquent—and convincing. 

The Associated Press, making up its reports from the local newspapers 
and from the dispatches of state correspondents, shows the following facts, 
familiar reading to the people of Atlanta: 

The trouble is attributed to the actions of a reckless mob which, in 
searching for the,;negro who attacked Conductor Cooper last Sunday, and 
who shot and killled Constable O’Brien, of Wahalak, killed three negroes 
and wounded several others. Deputy Sheriff Alexander, at Scoohba, 
asked that troops be sent there at once so that the innocent negroes 
might be. protected. It is believed that during the trouble ten negroes and 
two whites were killed. 

And from Scooba: 


With companies of militia patrolling the streets there seemed to be little 
apprehension among either whites or blacks of any trouble, at least in 
town, during the night. Most of the white people in Scooba are giving the 
troops their heartiest cooperation in efforts to restore tranquility. Amon® 
these whites the opinion is freely expressed that the entire trouble was un- 
called for, and should have been aver ted. 

If it is found upon investigation that the trouble was caused by a lot 
of hoodlums and outlaws who openly violated all laws of God and man and 
decency, they will be prosecuted to the extent of the law. I am informed 
that the houses burned were occupied by negroes who were not even in 
sympathy with any of those who were connected with the outrages. These 
men will be captured if it is in the power of the state of Mississippi to do 
so, and they will be made to dnswer for their violation of the law of the 
land. 


The same “reckless mob” that demoralized Atlanta a few months ago; 
the same indiscriminate slaughter of innocent negroes, in no wise connected 
with the original crimes; the same appeal for militia to rescue these com- 
mynities from the grip of anarchy and to prevent the further spreading of 
the saturnalia of blood; the same unreasoning racial antipathy which, shoot- 
ing wide of its mark, avenged nothing and threatened—everything. 

The Constitution’s views with regard to the treatment of negro outlaws 
have been reiterated sufficiently to make them plain to the people of this 
city, They should be met with full justice—summary, ample in its deterrent 
effect. ' Ma oe is Re fv :

His offense, there- 
fore, against his own state, was doubly wanton and gratuitous. He was will- 
ing, for the sake of trivial political capital, to plant virulent seed which now 
germinate in such gory harvests as those at Scooba and Wahalak, and which 
are being emphatically condemned by the white people of the south. 

Does the man expect he can engrave deep his incendiary views on sus- 
ceptible minds, without an evitable and a dreadful aftermath? Where is his 
logic, his patriotism? We do not say he is wholly responsible for these 
affairs at Scooba and Wahalak. We do say—-no sensible man can deny—that 
preachments of this sort from high places must unavoidably, produce evi} 
effect, though it be delayed for Inonths and years. 

How long will men of this. type continue to emasculate the efforts to 
conservative, substantial white men to reach a settlement of this problem, and 
to banish the menace which has cast its shadow over our progress for forty 
years? How can they justify their flippant selfishness before God Himself, 
in preaching a gospel! of violence, of prejudice, of hatred, of outlawry? 

Each outbreak like those in Mississippi breeds its fellow—larger, more 
bloody, perhaps with less provocation—near at hand, sometimes in far-dis- | 
tant states. It makes more tense the racial, the industrial situation every- 
where throughout the south. Its banefu] influence must inevitably react with 
tragic force on innocent men and women and tranquil communities.

He Declares That the Present Liquor 
Law Was Passed [Without Mr. 
Rice Being Oonsulted—Gives 
Some Local Political 
History.

Mayor Woodward gives out a statement 
in reply to the interview with Frank P. 
Rice in regard to the veto of the iiquor 


ordinance. 

Tn speaking of the matter Mayor Wood- 
ward said+ 

*“t notice in your édition of yesterday 
morning an article in regard to a contem- 
plated prohibition election, and in that 
article F. P. Rice, in an interview, is 
quoted as follows: 

“*T am not arguing prohibition,’ said 
Mr. Rice, ‘but that olq compromise ord!i- 
nance which I helped to draw up nine- 
teen years ago will not do in this day 
and time. The people are for new re- 
strictions and a higher license and their 
demand should be heard.’ 

“Mr. Rice’s memory certainly fails him 
when he, says he helped to frame tne 
present liquor law. He had nothing 
whatever to do with it; was not consult- 
ed with about it, and was not present 
when the law was framed. 

“The present liquor law was framed in 
room 104, Kimball house, and no one 
but anti-prohibitionists were present. it 
was immniediately following the last pro- 
hibition election—November 26, 1887— 
that a complete anti-prohibition ticket 
was elected for aldermen and council- 
men, and the following names comprised 
that ticket: For aldermen, Jacob Haas 
and Albert Howell; councilmen, James 
M.- Stephens, P. J. Moran, J. G. Wood- 
ward, S. A. Morris, A. P. Thompson and 
M. ©. Amorous. These men, with tne 
hold-over menrbers ef the general coun- 
cil, consisting of Alderman J. H. Mecas- 
lin and Councilmen G. H. Tanner, E. ‘I. 
Allen and H. M. Beutell—all anti-prohi- 
bitioniste—met in the Kimball houge and 
framed the present liquor law. The re- 
maining members of the. general council, 
who were elected as prohfbitionists, or 
were acting with them, consisting of Al- 
dermen W. A. Hemphill and CC. A. Col- 
lier and Councilmen H. A. Boynton, L. 
B. Nelson and Frank P. Rice, were not 
present at that meeting, neither were 
they invited to be present. ‘Therefore, 
they knew nothing about the ordinance 
until it was read and adopted by the 
anti-prohibition members of the general 
council at its first meeting in January, 
1888. 

‘The present liquor law is no compro- 
mise measure. lt was made by anti-pro- 
hibitionists. There were no prohtbition- 
ists present when it was framed to enter 
into a compromise with. 

“I do not know how Mr. Rice voted 
| when the ordinance was passed, whether 
for it or against it. If it was a yea and 
nay vote the records will show how he 
voted, but as there were twelve antis and 
five prohis, he was. not counted in the 
reckoning. That law, was good then, has 
been good all these years and is good 
now. The only trouble is there is not 
enough of our people that have read it— 
even members of the general council. It 
is a strong and a good law and should 
be left alone, but rigidly enforced.”’

Case Is Made by; Police Against Con- 
tractor for “Poundry 
Street for the Central and 
Georgia Railroads—Oth- 
ers May Follow. 


A case was made “against the contrac- 
tor of the Central of Georgia Railroad 
Company, J. A. Goins, yesterday morn- 
ing, by Patrolmen R. Z.. Ozburn, J. J. 
Green, Will @beridan and Charley Bailey, 
acting under authority from the mayor 
and City Attorney Mayson, for digging 
up FPoundry street in front of the Con- 
tinental Gin Company without permission 
from the city. 

City Engineer R. M. Clayton, and his 
assistant, W. T. Wilson, were informed 
yesterday morning that the Central road 
had been digging up the street Wednes- 
day afternocn. Chief Jennings ordered 
gome of his men to the scene of action, 
whére they were met by the city engi- 
neers and the city attorney. 

The friction between the city of At- 
lanta and the railroad company about the 
use of this street is not of 4 Tecent na- 
ture, for many months past it was 
brought-to the attention of the mayor 
that the Central had in mind the digging 
up of Foundry street. Mayor Wood- 
ward at once ordered Chief Jennings to 
send some men to the place and pre- 
vent any work of such nature as con- 
templated. After this wag accomplished, 
according to the mayor, the railroad 
agreed not to molest the street. 

Just a few days ago. a message came 
to the mayor that the road was tres- 
passing, and again the policemen ‘were 
gent to guard the street. On account of 
the digging up of the street Wednesday 
afternoon the city officials met yesterday 
morning to make the case. 

The location of all of this trouble is at 
the point where Foundry street runs in 


Walter R. Brown, president of the park 
commission, on yesterday made public 
the annual report of the commission, in 
which is embodied many suggestions and 
recommendations for improvements. 

President Brown refers in detail to 
the enlargement of the refreshment stand, 
the numerous additions to the splendid 
zoological collection at the park, and 
other improvements.

Admission fees from the Cyclo- 
rama, the gift of George B. Gress, 
amounted to $4,800 durisg the year.. 

President Brown urges that city coun- 
cil and the park commission should 
speedily determine whether, or not .this 
public property should be preserved for 
holding fairs and other exhibitions or 
whether it should be turned into a pleas- 
ure park and brought to a thigy, state 
of ornamentation. 

It is also reported that the splendid 
collection at the green house has been 
notably increased, and constant improve- 
ment has been shown throughout the parks 
of the city in the care of trees and

Out of eight wire houses in.the city of 
Atlanta, only two are now in opera- 
tion. 


The two remaining places where a man 
can place a bet, if it is called that, are 
the Southern exchange, in the Gould 
building, and Hubbard Bros., in the 
Century building. 

Just what the closing of the 
houses means may 
figures. 

Bach of the wire houses pay a state 
license of $1,000 and a city license of 
$300. The eight houses which operated 
in Atlanta prior to the passage of the 
Boykin bill payed on an average of $10,- 
000 a month in salaries. In a word, At- 
lanta, will lose $2,400 per year and the 
state of Georgia $96,000. 

Each of the local wire houses employ 
a mumber of men—the aggregate being at 
leagt fifty men,

A Custom of the Yuma Indians. 


(From The Southern’ Workman.) 

Burning the dead as observed among 
the Yumas ig interesting. The body is 
first thoroughly wrapped and then placed 
on logs and brush over a hole in the 
ground. Abed of logs is built up at 
each side and at the head of the bier, 
which is next covereg over and strewn 
about with dry fagots. The flames are 
applied and, while they burn, the cloth- 
ing, blankets, etc., of the dgceased are 
added to the fire. The horse of the dead 
map, however, is not burned among tne 
Yumas, as is the custom with some In- 
dians. A day or two after death the 


wigwam of the deceased, if an adult. i> 


burned, the rest of the family then going 
to*live with some relative. We Yumas 
make a great show of sorrow over their 
dead. Later they are never mentioned at 
all. The medicine men are still largely in 
control among the Yumas, and the gov- 
ernment makes no attempt to interfere. 
Usuajly their patients grow sicker, so that 
they proclaim them doomed to die and 
their prophecy will almost always come 
rie. 


The Last Heretic? 


(From The New York Evening Posi.) 

“The Episcopal church has turned out 
its last heretic.’’ That has been a com- 
mon remark among clergymen and others 
since the Crapsey deposition, and it is 
borne out by the extraordinary action of 
the diocese of southern Ohio this week 
in the case of Rev. George C. Cox. That 
clergyman had publicly announced him- 
self a sympathizer with Dr. Crapsey and 
a sharer of his views, as well as the 
holder of others equally revolutionary, 
and asked the judgment of his eccle<i«si- 
ical superiors. They resolved that, on 
the face of his own statements, he was 
“presentable for trial,”’ bit then proceed- 
ed to record the decision that, “having 
regard for the highest interests of the 
church,” they would recommend no arc- 
tion.

Rules by) Which Aged Persons May 
Preserve Their Health. 

“Long life has at ail times been re- 
garded as one of the greatest blessings 
a man can possess,” so says Sir Lauder 
Brunton, M. D., D. Sc., in introducing his 
address.on “Longevity and Means of 
Attaining It,’’ published in a recent issue 
of The London Lancet. And Sir Lan- 
der treats his subject in a very practi- 
cal and common-sense manner, He di- 
vides the _ risks 
into external and internal. From the 
very nature of things the aged are pe- 
culiarly suscepitible to both influences in 
consequence of their gradually decreas- 
ing vital resistance. 

In regard to the “influences from with- 
out’ septic infection holds a leading 
place. Aseptse surgery 
in directly counteracting such influences 
in surgical 
preventative measures 
ailments in general have made a 
gratifying score. 

Despite antiseptics, however, erysipelas 
is still a very common cause of death 
among the aged, as are also bronchitis 
and pneumonia. Both of the latter ail- 
ments, although usually ascribed to coid 
alone, are in reality due to superadded 
infective agents: The “cold” is simply 
lowering of vitality—already feeble 
at best—and prepares the way for the 
waiting microbe. ‘ 

Because of this fact old people should 
be especially guarded against ail 
temperatures and kept comfortably 
warm 

Another emphasized danger is that of 
“catching cold’ from others. When 4 
“eold goes through a house’ it usually 
ends with the death of the grandparent.

New York. December 27.—The . sup- 
ply of stocks offering in the market to- 
day was scanty and the demand, though 
not notably large, was sufficient to lift 
prices. Where the buying was in any.

character, the advance in prices Was 
fairly buoyant. The absence of any 
pressure to sell stocks was the most 
distinct characteristics of the day’s mar. 
ket, and it was this that gave it the 
dull and strong tone. In spite of the 
near approach of the January settie- 
ments and a higher range for call loans 
than was secured yesterday, there was 
no sign of necessitous lIkjuidation. Bor- 
rowers were able apparently to secure 
facilities at the rates asked, and were 
willing to pay them,gand there was no 
forcing of holdings on the market. The 
strong rebound in the Hill stocks re- 
moved one of the most influential fac- 
tors in causing the recent depression in 
the market. All of the trans-conti- 
nental railroads were strongly bought. 
There was also a decided upward move- 
ment in Reading. It was argued that 
the likelihood of a violent flurry at the 
end of the year is less nearer the ap- 
proach made to that period, with the 
tranquility of the money market main- 
tained.
